To the Citizens of the Town of Randolph: 


In 1967, 27 visits were made in the community, and these visits 
are classified as follows: 


Cardiovascular 10 
Crippled Children’s Service 5 Tuverculosis 1 
Health Supervision 11 


One child regularly attends the Orthopedic Clinics held in Berlin. 
Preschool and school children participated in the Measles Clinics 
held in Gorham. Ninety-six individuals attended the Mobile Chest 
X-ray Clinic held at the Town Hall. 

Health services become a matter for community concern when 
an individual cannot cope without them, and yet they are beyond his 
reach. Health care services are primarily directed toward keeping 
individuals functional as long as possible. To achieve this, the goal 
for each community must be: ‘‘The right service for the right pa- 
tient, in the right place, at the right time, and at the right cost.” 
Hence the community must move into action when the services and 
facilities for its citizens are inadequate or unavailable. 

The way to get started is—to START. Four initial steps will be 
useful: 

1. Assess your needs and resources. 

2. Seek the support of, and involve local professional persons, 

particularly the physicians in your planning. 

3. Develop a tentative plan for action which is the right size for 
your community—one which provides short and long-term 
goals and priorities. 

4. Put plan into action, involving local citizens. 

I urge you, as a community, to move into action, so that all of 
your citizens will have within their reach, facilities to enable them 
to recapture, retain or improve degrees of usefulness—to themselves, 
to their family and to their community. 

I extend my gratitude to the Citizens of Randolph for their 
cooperation during the past year.

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The Ravine House Development 


The former Ravine House property is now so much a part of the 
town that it will soon be unnecessary to make a special report about 
it. Several transactions have taken place this last year, however, 
which should be called to the special attention of the citizens. 


At the end of the year the land north of old Route 2 and south 
of the short loop which furnishes access to the properties to the 
north was deeded to the Town by the Randolph Foundation to be 
kept in perpetuity as a town common. No structure will be erected 
upon it which would take it out of this classification. 


A committee of ladies of the Home Demonstration Group headed 
by Mrs. Ruth Wood, together with some summer residents, have 
taken the responsibility of landscaping the bank on the north side 
of the plot so that its flowers will be something of a reminder of 
those which used to make beautiful the front of the old Ravine 
House. Because of the spring on the hill behind, it may be possible 
to make use of water in some way for a pool or bird bath or the 
like. The ladies have engaged the services of Miss Dorothea 
Harrison, a landscape artist, who knows Randolph well, and by next 
summer should be able to begin to realize their plan. There is no 
thought of altering the lawns which have been well kept by Mr. 
Glenn Lowe. It is hoped that along with the seeds for the flowers 
and shrubs the Foundation will sow a few dollars in the enterprise; 
at any rate it is not expected that the improvement will add any 
burden to the town budget. 


The new garden will be a memorial to Randolphians whom the 
Town wants to commemorate. 


Thanks to the State Forest Service it was possible in the early 
summer to do some planting of trees in carefully chosen spots in 
the wildlife area to the south of former Route 2. None of these trees 
are of the exotic type often found in city parks. They are spruces, 
birches, and other kinds, evergreens and hardwoods, which grow 
naturally in North Country soils. It is hoped that this will be the 
beginning of a piece of forestry in the area which will increase the 
beauty of it without robbing it of natural charm. 


The beavers are still a problem. We cannot seem to bring them 
to the negotiating table. They are eating too many trees and show 
no signs of de-escalating. It has therefore been decided that some 
of them should be trapped, leaving just enough to be good neighbors. 


The land to the north of the loop road is now all in the hands of 
permanent owners. The last plot was sold to the Rev. Pitt S. Willand 
of St. Louis, Mo. The lot with the spring on it will be retained by 
the Foundation for the time being, though it is possible that it will 
eventually be conveyed to the owners of the water, to be held 
by them as a protection for the spring.

Your 1968-69 tuition budget of $16,000.00 carries an allowance of 
$2,800.00. This is about $1,000.00 more than normal. However, in light 
of the number (27) of known anticipated pupils in school next year, 
the higher allowance is recommended. Normally, Randolph has about 
30-35 pupils in school. If it is the wish of the voters not to carry this 
allowance, $1,000.00 should be reduced from the budget. 


Your tuition budget figure has been determined in the following 
manner.

Grades 1-6 14 x $440.00 — 6,160.00 
Grades 7-8 4 x $385.00 = 1,540.00

Bus Capital Reserve 


On June 30, 1967, your Bus Capital Reserve Fund totaled $1,381.52. 
Your present 1967-68 budget has $1,000.00 for this fund. The proposed 
1968-69 budget also has $1,000.00 for capital reserve. I would like to 
see this fund built up to at least $5,000.00 within three years. Your 
last bus cost $4,652.13 net. The next bus will probably cost in excess 
of $5,000.00 net. 
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Checklists 


The last session of the General Court passed a statute regarding 
checklists at school meetings. I assume that many years ago the 
citizens voted to use the town checklists at school meetings. Passage 
of this article reaffirms a practice that Randolph has been doing 
right along. Your School Board Members, Clerk and Moderator have 
copies of this legislation if you desire to review it in detail.
